On Saturday afternoons at 1:00 p.m. 
visitors to the Natural History Museum and 
Aquarium can enjoy and interact with some 
of the diverse ethnic groups of the Bay 
Area. Each week one of these groups shares 
its cultural heritage with a presentation of 
their traditional arts; during the Circles of 
the World exhibition these programs will 
focus on some aspect of Plains Indian 
culture. The Traditional Arts Program is 
made possible by a grant from the Paul L. 
and Phyllis Wattis Foundation. 


February 2 - Clara Standing Elk and 
Barney Hoehner introduce the Four Winds 
Singers, a Lakota (Sioux) Drum group, 
performing northern Plains Indians songs 
of all types and different styles of Fancy 
Dancing. 


February 9 - The colorful beadwork of 
the Plains features stylized designs 
representing animals, elements of the 
landscape, or natural phenomena 
associated with deities. Dorothy Young 
demonstrates the beadwork methods of 
applique embroidery and Winnebago 
diagonal weaving. 

February 16 - Ed Wapp, a member of the 
Comanche and Sac and Fox tribes, 
performs “‘courting’’ flute music, 
accompanied by Clyde Hall, Shoshone, 
who will explain the social function and 
meaning of Indian sign language. 


February 23 - Using traditional bone 
tools, Clyde Hall demonstrates rawhide 
painting - a decorative characteristic of 
parfleche (small rawhide bags). In addition, 
Ed Wapp will make southern Plains musical 
instruments - flutes, whistles, rattles. 


March 2 - Carol Webb will demonstrate 
the corn husk weaving techniques used in 
making flat storage bags.

Circles of the World: Traditional Art of 
the Plains Indians continues through April 
29. This stunning exhibition of over 150 
works of art from the Denver Art Museum 
begins in Cowell Hall and winds through 
Hohfeld Galleries I and I] and Lovell White 
Hall. 


The title of the exhibition is drawn from the 
Plains Indian belief in the circle as the 
perfect form, having no beginning nor end. 
The circle symbolized not only the sun, 
earth and calendar year, but also a person’s 
life cycle. . .a series of four concentric 
circles through which an individual moved 
from birth to death: the circles of the family, 
tribe, humanity, and the unknown. 


Objects from both daily and ceremonial life 
are exquisitely beaded, feathered, painted 
and designed and include two full-size tipis, 
a war headdress, sacred ceremonial pipes 
and garments worn in the Ghost Dance. 


Circles of the World is made possible by 
generous grants from the American Express 


Foundation, the National Endowment for the 
Humanities, the National Endowment for the 


Arts, and by donations from members of the 
California Academy of Sciences. 


Special events and programs have been 
designed to enhance Circles of the 
World for our members. A separate 
brochure was mailed in January to all 
our members, and events in February 
are listed in this newsletter.
